Now the Citizena Say They Will Drive 


Every Colored Person From Town, 
Including the Negro Porter*—Blacks 
Are Hiding^In the Woods. 
Pierce City, Mo.. Aug. 21.—For near- 


ly 15 hours, ending about noon yester- 
day, this town of 3,000 people haa been 
in the hands of a mob cf armed whites, 
determined to drive every negro from 
Its precincts. In addition to the lynch- 
Ing on Monday night of William God- 
ley, accused of the wanton murder of 
Mkts Gazelle Wild, and the shooting to 
death of his grandfather, French God- 
ley, the mob yesterday cremated Peter 
Hampton, an aged negro, in his home, 
eet the torch to the houses of fiva 
blacks, and with the aid of state mili- 
tia rifles, stolen from the local com- 
pany's arsenal, drove dozens of ne- 
groes from town. After noon the ex- 
citement died down, the mob gradually 
dispersing, more from lack of negroes 
upon whom to wreak their hatred than, 
from any other cause. Many of the 
negroes who fled the city are hiding 
In the surrounding woods, while oth- 
ers have gone greater distances in 
seeking safety. 


Every negro has left the town except 


a few railway porters known to be re- 
spectable, but these nmst'-also leave. 
The citizens of Pierce City jsay that as 
negroes have committed several crimes 
in the last ten rears none fhall live 
there in the future. The sara* feeling 
already exists at Monett, four miles 
east of Pierce City, and the end of the 
Frisco passenger division. It may be 
necessary for the road to change all 
porters in Springfield hereafter. 


New elements in the killing on Sun- 


day afternoon of Miss Wild have de- 
veloped today. It appears that she 
started for home alone, her brother 
lingering behind. About one mile from 
town the brother found her with her 
throat cut, lying lifeless near a culvert 
under which her assailant had attempt- 
ed to drag her. Evidence of a terrible 
struggle wae shown. A copper-colored 
negro was seen sitting on the bridge a 
short time before the tragedy occurred. 
It Is supposed that the negro sprang 
upon her when ehe was passing and 
attempted to force her beneath the 
bridge. She probably fought with such 
desperation that he could not accom- 
plish his purpose, and cut her throat : 
in the struggle. 


OIL FIRE STILL BURNING. 


In 
Five Dead and a Hundred Injured 


Philadelphia's Big Casualty. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 21.—The 
fire 


which began Monday afternoon at the 
works of the Atlantic Refining com- j 
pany at Point Breeze, in the south- ] 
western section of the city, is still 
< 


burning fiercely this 
morning, and 


Chief Baxter, of the city fire depart- 
ment, has given up hope of saving any 
of the company's property. 
The one 


hope of the company's officials and the 
firemen was in their ability to pump 
the oil from the tanks not yet reached 
by the flames into reserve tanks in an 
isolated section of the yard. An ex- 
plosion late yesterday afternoon car- 
ried away the pumping machinery, and 
nothing remains now apparently but 
to permit the conflagration to burn 
until all the oil is consumed. 


It Is believed this morning that the 


five lives lost In the explosion of the 
big gasoline tank on Monday night 
completes the list of fatalities. 


The fire Is still raging and is eating 


up oil at the rate of $100.000 a day. ac- 
cording to the estimate of President 
Lloyd, of the Atlantic Refining com- 
pany. Firemen and ofilcials are pow- 
erless. The fire must literally burn 
Itself out. Tee cooperage shop has 
been swept away, and In its destruc- 
tion 40 men narrowly escaped death. 
The tanks of benzine are going. Earth- 
works have been thrown up to keep 
the Schuylklll river from becoming 
flooded with blazing oil. The firemen 
say they are working In the dark. 
There is danger all around them, they 
say, and they do not know where the 
danger spots are.

TEXAS HAS A NEGRO BURNING, 


Murderer of a Six Months' Bride Meets 


Summary Fate. 


Dallas, Tex.. Aug. 21.—A dispatch 


received here from Whitesboro, Tex., 
aays, the negro Alfred Wilder, charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Caldwell, the 
wife of a Grayson county farmer and 
a bride of but six months, at her home 
on Saturday last, was captured by a 
mob and burned at Nelson's Ranch, 
two and one-half miles aast of Red 
Ranch, last night.

Then It 
was suggested that the man ought not 
die too quickly, and he was let down 
to the ground, while a party went to 
Dexter, about two miles distant, to 
procure coal oil. This was thrown on 
the flames and tlie work completed.

In Suit Brought By Tennessee Farmer* 


Against Copper Companies. 


Knoxville, Tenn., Aug. 2L—Judge 


McConnell, sitting at Cleveland, Tenn., 
yesterday dissolved Injunctions grant- 
ed two weeks ago In a case that In- 
volves millions of dollars. At Duck- 
town, Tenn., fo.OOO.OOO have been In- 
vested in the copper Industry and two 
mammoth smelting plants built. About 
40 farmers claim that their land has 
been ruined by the fumes from the 
plants destroying all vegetation, sul- 
phuric acid being used in the process. 
They filed suits for damages and 
abatement of the alleged nuisance and 
were granted injunctions two weeks 
ago, the observance of which practi- 
cally shut down the plants. Three 
thousand men are employed In the in- 
dustry and one feature of yesterday's 
hearing was the presentation of a 
monster petition signed by 3,000 citi- 
zens of Polk county asking the dis- 
solution of the Injunction. The Ten- 
nessee Copper company and Ducktowa 
Sulphur, Copper and Iron company 
are the plants involved.

The authorities at one of the British 


naval arsenals were rather surprised 
recently by an inquiry as to whether 
they had any old cannon balls for sale 
—fourteen and twenty-eight potmders, 
such as Xelson used at Trafalgar. 
It 


turned out that they were required by 
the owner of a Welsh slate quarry. 
When a large slab of stone has to be 
detached a slit, is opened behind it, 
and small cannon balls dropped in. 
The workmen then "jobble"' the part- 
ly loosened block to and fro with their 
crowbars and at every movement the 
cannon balls drop deeper. Very soon 
larger balls can be inserted, and then 
the whole block falls forward, com- 
pletely severed.-—Cardiff Western Mail.

The Blen- 
nerkassetts are English in origin, none 
of them having been known in Ireland

Tiassett, a small town in Cumberland, 
afterward of Carlisle, subsequently of 
Flimby Hall, Cumberland—many times 
represented Carlisle in Paraliament. 
They have been continuously In Par- 
liament for more than live hundred 
years; on one occasion a father and 
two sons represented their county and 
•county town at the same time. 


The old manor-house of Flimby Ilall 


is now owned by the Earl of Lons-

liassett crest is cut in stone: the walls 
are ten feet thick, and the great oak 
beams look as if they would last for-
